The County Board of Education 
yesterday took favorable action on 
the above report of the heads of the 
several hit:h schools of the county 
and extended the existing County 
High School tuitkm contract to the 
Dawson Springs, Hanion and Earl- 
ington high schools. 

This was the culmination of the 
resolution offered at the August meet- 
ing of the Board by l*aul M. Moore, 
at which time he reopened the ques- 
tion before the County Board and 
urged that the free high school tuition 
privileges to be extended to all high 
schools of the county so that all the 
common school graduates of the 
county might have equal privileges 
and all be given the opportunity to 
get without co»t a Ugh school educa- 
tion by permitting them to attend a 
high school within their reach. At 
that meeting the resolution asked for a 
conference of the fchool men and a 
report by them to the County Board. 

Heretofore the County Board had, 
for the post two years, restricted at- 
tenc'ance of county pupils to the 
Madisonvitle High School by a con- 
tract that Excluded other schools of 
the county for a term of three years. 

Prof. Rubins, at the August meet- 
ing, said he was willing, to 
waive the exclusive clause of the con- 
tract, which a member of the board 
argued was illegal. Since that time 
the Madisonville School Board held 
a meeting and agreed to waive their 
right to the enforcement of that 
clause of the contract Yesterday 
Prof. Rubins conveyed to the County 
Board of Education the best wishes 
of himself and his School Board and 
lent his best efforts to help arrange 
the plan for extension ot the tree high 
school privileges to all the children of 
Hopkins county. 

The extension of the contract goes 
into effect at once and dates from the 
opening of the high schools for this 
year's work. School men and mem- 
bers of the County Board consider 
this one of the most Important steps 
for the advancement of the education- 
al interests of the county ever taken 
by the Hopkins County Board of 
Education.
